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HOUSING 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  1962  the  Council  made  four 
Demolition  Orders  and  two  Closing  Orders.  Sixteen  houses  wore 
actually  demolished  v/hich  included  some  from  Demolition  Orders  made 
during  1961.  Eleven  of  these  families  were  re-housed  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.  One  acceptance  to  carrjr  out  wo r  k  was  received  and 
one  undertaking  cancelled  after  the  dwelling  had  been  made  fit. 

Two  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received 
during  1962  but  in  each  case  the  work  was  carried  out  prior  to  the 
Council  Meeting. 

Circular  42/62  issued  in  August  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  asked  local  authorities  to  make  a  systematic 
approach  to  the  improvement  of  houses  particularly  in  regard  to  the 
provision  of  hot  water  systems,  bathrooms,  indoor  water  closets  etc., 
and  from  inspections  made  by  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  apparent  that 
at  least  11 7  dwellings  were  capable  of  this  type  of  improvement. 

Further  inspections  will  be  made  of  other  properties  but  it  is  too 
early  yet  to  give  a  comprehensive  report. 

DRAINAGE 

During  the  early  part  of  1 962  numerous  visits  were  made  to 
ascertain  the  position  with  regard  to  existing  pail  closets  and  vaults 
not  yet  connected  to  the  sewer  where  it  was  available.  Owners  were 
written  to  in  this  respect  and  further  connections  were  made.  This 
matter  is  being  pursued. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Extensions  to  the  water  mains  were  completed  during  1959  and  where 
mains  have  been  laid  many  new  connections  have  been  made  to  properties. 

The  following  is  the  information  requested  by  the  Ministry; 

(1)  Whether  the  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  'parts 

has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.

(2)  where  there  is  a  piped  supply,  whether  bacteriological 

examinations  have  been  made  of  the  raw  water,  and  the 
results  of  any  analysis. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  but  the  water 
is  known  to  be  examined  at  regular  intervals  by  the 
Water  Board. 

(3)  The  position  as  to  contamination  by  lead. 

The  water  is  hard  and  has  no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

(4)  Action  as  to  contamination. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  contamination  during 
the  year. 

(5)  Particulars  of  the  proportion  of  dwelling  houses  and 

the  proportion  of  population  supplied  from  the  public 
water  mains.

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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960 


During  19*52  a  new  private  site  was  licensed  for  eight  caravans. 

The  caravans  (with  piped  water  into  each)  and  toilet  block  of  four 
water  closets  are  connected  to  the  sewer,  showers  and  washing  facilities 
being  provided  also  in  the  toilet  block.  A  concrete  roadway  runs 
the  length  of  the  site  and  space  has  been  provided  for  a  children’s 
playground.  The  caravans  are  on  hard  standings  and  electricity  is 
also  installed  in  each  van. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT ,  1  951 

At  present  five  premises  are  registered  under  the  above  Act  and 
these  are  subject  to  inspection  by  the  R.S.P.C.A.  and  myself. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

During  1962  four  installations  were  approved  under  the  above  Act. 
RATS  ADD  MICE 

The  refuse  dumps  are  treated  regularly  and  the  sewers  have  been 
dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry.  Infestation  in  the  sewers  is  almost  negligible. 

In  April  1962  the  Council  participated  with  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  Forth  Witchford  Rural  District 
Council  by  convening  a  meeting  at  the  Town  Hall  for  farmers  and  their 
staff  to  discuss  the  problem  of  rat  infestation.  Following  a  dis¬ 
cussion  two  films  were  shown  on  the  behaviour  and  destruction  of  rats. 

MEAT  AFP  FOOD  INSPECT ION 

Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958. 

Three  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  during  1 962  and  the  number  of 
animals  killed  during  the  year  at  the  three  slaughterhouses  is  as 
follows:-  6  cows,  4  calves,  795  other  bovines ,  1,306  sheep,  2,671 
pigs  and  65  goats  giving  a  total  of  4*847,  which  was  slightly  above 
the  1961  total  of  4,718.  In  order  to  inspect  these  animals  a  total 
of  706  visits  was  required  to  the  three  slaughterhouses  and  this  figure 
includes  114  evening  and  Sunday  visits. 

Mention  must  be  made  here  of  the  consideration  received  from  the 
slaughtermen  and  butchers  whose  co-operation  does  facilitate  the  easier 
working  of  a  system  of  meat  inspection. 

Nineteen  slaughtermen’s  licenses  were  issued  during  1962. 

Condemnations  include  the  following  whole  carcases j- 
2  cows,  2  beasts,  14  sheep,  1  calf  and  37  pigs  -  total  56  which,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  quantity  of  offal  and  parts  of  carcases  brings  the  total 
weight  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  up  to  4  tons  9  cwts.  13  lbs.  which 
is  an  increase  on  the  1 961  figure  when  the  total  was  3  tons  10  cwts.

(7)  reference  to  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations, 
1947  -  1952. 

Twenty-five  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
Cambridge.  The  provisional  grading  of  samples  was  as 
follows : - 

Grade  1  Grade  2  Grade  3  Grade  4  Total 
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It  will  be  observed  that  96%  of  these  samples  were  classified 
Grade  1  .  At  the  end  of  the  year  40  shops  were  registered 
for  the  sale  of  ice  cream*  There  is  one  manufacturer  in  the 
area.  Three  samples  of  iced  lollies  were  taken  and  all  re¬ 
ported  as  satisfactory. 

(8)  reference  to  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  'i960. 

Some  89  food  premises  (including  shops,  slaughterhouses  and 
licensed  premises)  were  inspected  during  1962  for  compliance 
with  the  above  Regulations. 

PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  ACT.  1928  and  1936* 

Under  the  above  Acts  55  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage 
of  Petroleum  spirit  and  2  for  the  storage  of  Calcium  Carbide. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

In  circular  I/63  the  Minister  requests  information  regarding 
common  lodging  houses.  There  is  one  registered  common  lodging  house 
in  this  district  and  during  1  962  eight  inspections  were  made  of  the 
premises  which  are  generally  satisfactorily  kept.  Limewashing  of  the 
rooms  is  periodically  carried  out  and  the  premises  accommodate  seven¬ 
teen  lodgers. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  Members  of  the  Council  and  my  colleagues  on  the  Staff  for  their 
helpful  co-operation.
